THE AMERICAN FLAG.
By DRAKE.

Joseph Hodman DraJc« was born In New Tork In 1Î95 and died thrn* In 1820. He
wns left, an orphan at an early oro. Ho and his two sisters experienced early sufferings
snd privation«, yet all thres ware poets from childhood. At J4. while In ? counting
house, he wrote poetry of n. high order. Three years later he rnet the noe', Kltz-Öroene
llnlleck. and tho two formed a friendship that was like that of two hiothere. At 18
Drake studied medicine, and, upon completine; his studies; In lsie, he married the) daugh¬
ter of a wenlthy shipbuilder and went to Europe on nn extended tour.

Upon his return, In 1819, ho formed a sort of literary copartnership with Hslleek, and
under the dual name of tho "Cronkers" they contributed for severnl m'.nths a scries
of satirical poems, together with some that wero serious, to the New York Evening
Post. Among them were Krnko's "American Flag," .which was published In the spring
of 1818. nnd was probably In >plred by the action of Congress, about that time, In sub¬
stituting; for the original 13 stars In the flag ? star for enoh State In 'h« Union.
For "sky-born" In the third stantia some editions have "meteor;" for "hcpe and home"
In the last stanza, some read "only home."

The last four lines of tue last stanza wero written by Halleck and stuhMltutod for
somewhat Interior ones which were originally a part of the^poem. Wher. Drake was

on his death bed he charged that all his poems bo burned, but his nrtvlce was d'ere-

garded. He was burled In Westchosteraounty. on lying Islat.d Sound, and his monu¬

ment bears the famous quotation:
"None knew thee but to love thee,
None named thee htit to praise.",

from Halleck's poetlo euloglum entitled "Joseph Hodman Drake."

HJSN Freedom, from her mountain height,
Unfurled her standard to the air.

She tore the azure robe of night,
And set the stars of glory there!

She mingled with its gorgeous dyes
The milky baldric of the skies,
And striped its pure celestial white
With streiiklngs of the morning light;

STRIKE NOW
NEARING END

Packers Doing Tremendous Busi¬
ness and Have Large

Forces at Work.
(lly Associated Press.)

CHICAGO. August .1..This was a buty
day With tho packers. With Increased
forces of skilled workmen and their
üperntlng derailments more thoroughly
equipped than at any time since the be¬

ginning of tlie strike, the employers took

a firm grip on the machinery of their
nff'.Ur.-t, nini tis -t result the Btock-yards
to ? great extent resounded with the
ohi hum of activity. More than 78,000
head of live stock was received to-day,
1 his Is. an Increase of E8.0O0 head over
tho lei.etpts on tho corresponding day
last week. Such enormous amount of
live stock would, under normal condi¬
tions, have had a depressing effect on

tliu work, and to-day when tho traln-
loadci of animals began to pour Into the
yard.·«, stock men and traders feared a

panic:, but It did not occur. Prices wero

lowoi ed sharply, but the fact that tho
miirket held as ? ell as It did, seemed' to
provo that the packers uro prepared to
Increase their output.

The End in .Sight,
Tlie big packers bought 8,000 cattle,

13,000 licgs nnd 10,000 sheep during the
day Before nightfall SO per cent, of
these purchases had boon slaughtered.
Further proof of the assertions of tho
puckers that the difficulties of the strike
aro being overcome was furnished by tho
shipment, of 50u carloads of fresh meal*
from tlie stock-yards. Of this number
.100 cars were leaded and shipped by the
firm» affected ny the strike. Thoso
shipments were consigned to all pnrts of
the world, eighty carlonds being billed
to Boston fur export. These shipments
followed aso carloads of meat sent out
by ¿he packers on Saturday arid repre¬
sent only a part of the business that Is
going on In spite of the strike. As near as
could be cstlmutpd to-night 330 union
mon of the varloúr trades on stock re¬

turned, to worlt during to-day. Of this
number who abandoned tho fight, many
were skilled -.vorkors.
The packers s.\y to-day's' desertions

make the total number of strikers who
have ielurncd' bì work 2,000. Chief of
rollc-o O'Neill to-night declared his be¬
lief that peace in the strlko Is in sight,
mid that by'Thin tday great changes will
bo seen tending toward a peaceful end.
"From what 1 learned, many of the

men who went out in a sympathetic
strike, are returning to their positions
in the packing pi'ants," ho said.

TRAIN HOLD-UP
NEAR CHICAGO

(By Associated Press.)
CHICAGO, Aug. 1..Robbers to-night

held-up an Illinois Centrnl passenger
train between Flossmore and MowMnn,
about twenty-five miles from Chicago.
Several of the passengers were robbed
and it Is said that one person who re-
s'sted was seriously wounded by the rob¬
bers.
The bandits, of whom there wero Uve,

had revolvers arid all were masked. The
man who was wounded was struck on
the head with an axe. The train was a

special, bound for St. Louis with ex¬
cursionists. Patrick O'Keefo, special
agent for the Illinois Central Railroad
Company, and a posse of detectives are
in pursuit.
